AL Suria Sl
Zoologist, Harrisburg, wrote to tne
West Cerove postmaster, requesting
tlint a sample ol the suspecwd Trait
1 ut him for analysis, and far-
ther stating that a rep it like il
had a hurtfnl effect among frun
growers, a8 it tended to eheck ne
eesiry spriaving, which is entinly

hiarmless,

The analysis showed that there
wis no canse to attribmte Hobson's
death to having eaten grapes which
had been spraved with an .ir-"‘- 1eal
poison, and, in referen hereto,
Proiessor Surface wroteto lhu post
master at West Grove as follows:

Dear Sir; 1 beg to say that |
duly received the box of grapes
which you sent me, and had them
tested by a chemical expert, and
founi vo trace of arsenical or other
poison present. 1 can not believe
that they were injured by poisonous
sprays. Thereis nothing whatever
to substantiate the theory, IHad
there heen any poison present it
would have been there on the grape
berrtes and stems, Thanking you
for your interest in this featlure,
which 1 counsider but calumny
against the justifiable art of spr
ing, 1 beg to remain,

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To Try Big Gun,

The new 14-inch gun, built at
the Washington Arsenal as a test
gun exclusively, will be tried out
at the Indian Head, Md , proving
ground to determine \\]u.llil:l it is
suyperior to the 12 inch gun, the
heaviest now in use in the Ameri-
can navy.

The gun is fifty-three feet long,
It weighs nearly sixty-four tons,
The projectile which it will fire
weighs 1,450 pounds, nearly double
the weight of the projectile of the
i2-inch rifle. The range is abont
equal to that of the twelve. Its
muzzle energy is 65,600 foot tons
and the impact \\uh which it at-
tacks its target is suflicient to furn-
ish a penetration through Harvey-
ized steel 134 inches deeper than
the older gun,
